had arranged to spend the winter® in 
fhe m ilder clim ate of South Carolina, 
and would go to Aiken w ith his fam ily, 
only coming to W ashington at occasional 
intervals to attend to any business he 
m ight have in the supreme court.

“In thus term inating my official relations 
with the state I beg to express to her stead­ 
fast, intelligent and patriotic citizens my pro­ 
found gratitude for the long and unw avering 
confidence and support they have given me 
(covering an eventful period of a quarter of a 
oontury) in my efforts to t>romo(# and defend, 
SO far as I have been able, th eir honor and 
welfare in common with th a t of all the people 
o fth e^Jn ited States. 
“In ceasing to be a senator I am proud th a t I 
continue to be a citizen of our beloved com­ 
m onw ealth and th a t I may. w ith m y fellow- 
citizens in private life, continue to strive for 
th# m aintenance of those principles of liberty, 
equality and justice in governm ent which have, 
w ithout the shadow of turning, anim ated them 
from the foundation of the republic.

DAVID DUDLEY FIELD. 
David Dudley Field, who now takes 
precedence as the veteran jurist of the 
United States, was born Feb. 13, 1805, 
being the oldest son of a then famous 
David Dudley Field, clergyman and au­ 
thor, and the oldest of four famous 
brothers. Iii 1825 the young man was 
graduated from Williams college, and in 
1839 he published his first essay on the 
necessity of reforming and simplifying 
the laws. That has been his life work, 
to which he has devoted nearly fifty 
years of toil. His travels and political 
sketches are secondary to his work as a 
jurist, and his codes are studied through­ 
out the civilized world. In 1828 he lo­ 
cated in New York city, which is still 
his residence.
